To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Glendale  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ray  Annual  Report  which  relates 
to  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year 
1964. 

The  vital  statistics  show  little  change  from  the  previous  year; 
the  birth  rate  is  still  below  the  national  average.  Unfortunately, 
however,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  infant  death  rate  in  1964,  although 
with  the  comparatively  small  number  of  births,  this  year  to  year 
fluctuation  must  be  expected.  Most  of  these  infant  deaths  were  due 
to  congenital  defects  and  represent  the  hard  core  of  infant  mortality, 
which  will  be  extremely  difficult  to  eradicate. 

The  overall  death  rate  shows  little  change  from  the  previous 
year.  More  than  half  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  heart  disease  and 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system. 

Of  the  infectious  diseases,  measles  was  the  only  illness  responsible 
for  many  notifications  and  it  is  most  satisfactory  to  report  that 
there  were  no  cases  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

The  vaccination  and  immunisation  rate  of  the  young  people  in  the 
district  is  quite  satisfactory,  and  in  particular,  the  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  rate  in  children  is  very  high. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  are  outlined  in  the 
Public  Health  Inspector's  report. 

Attention  has  again  been  drawn  to  the  standard  of  hygiene  in 
food  premises  in  the  district.  This  is  not  uniformally  good.  It  is 
regrettable  that  such  constant  supervision  is  necessary  to  attain 
respectable  hygienic  standards. 
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An  important  item  of  legislation  in  19&4,  v/as  the  introduction 
of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  Although  this  Act 
is  primarily  designed  to  improve  the  working  standards  in  the  large 
commercial  centres  of  the  country,  there  are  quite  a number  of  premises 
affected  in  this  Rural  District. 

The  housing  standards  in  Glendale  Rural  area  are  generally  very 
satisfactory  and  call  for  little  comment. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  interest 
and  help  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
and  from  all  the  Council  staff.

INTRODUCTION 

From  this  my  seventeenth  Annual  Report  can  be  obtained  the  facts, 
figures  and  commentary  relative  to  my  Department. 

The  Staff  of  the  Department  remain  unchanged  at  three,  namely 
Mr.  G.  Stephenson,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mrs.  J.E.  Anderson, 
secretary,  and  myself. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  are:- 

Housing  Design  and  Management 

Sewage  Disposal 

Public  Cleansing 

Food  Inspection 

Hygiene  of  Food  Premises 

Pest  Control 

Building  Bj^elaw  Administration  & Supervision 
Public  Health  Preventative  measures 
Operation  and  Administration  of  Housing  Acts. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Water  Supply 

The  supply  of  water  by  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Co.  embraces 
the  three  sources  taken  over  from  the  Council  in  1963*  Regular  sampling 
of  their  supplies  are  taken  throughout  the  district.  By  arrangement 
they  supply  all  results  of  analyses  to  us. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  5»800  of  the  population  have  a piped 
supply  of  v/ater  from  the  Water  Co. 

Samples  of  water  from  private  sources  are  taken  regularly  throughout 
the  year  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination. 

Of  the  70  samples  submitted  51  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  19 
unsatisfactory.  Where  samples  were  unsatisfactory  further  investigations 
were  made  and  the  causes  of  contamination  dealt  with. 

Included  in  the  unsatisfactory  reports  were  samples  taken  from 
the  Fenton  Estate  supply  and  the  Thornington  House  and  Farm  supply. 

The  latter  supply  is  being  temporarily  chlorinated,  contamination  in 
this  instance  being  due  to  manure  deposits. 
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Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Samples  of  sewage  effluent  from  our  works  at  Wooler,  Lowick,  Chatton, 
Milfield,  Wark,  Bowsden  and  Crookham  are  taken  by  the  Northumberland  and 
Tyneside  Rivers  Board.  Of  these,  three  consistantly  gave  unsatisfactory 
results,  namely  Wooler,  Milfield  and  Bowsden. 

The  new  works  at  Lowick  were  completed  in  June  after  slight  difficulties 
due  to  the  Contractor  going  into  liquidation.  Some  time  elapsed  before  the 
effluent  was  considered  satisfactory. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  required  standard  was  attained.  The  result 
has  been  improved  conditions  in  the  burn  near  Lowick  Low  Steads  Farm. 

At  your  request,  the  Consultants  are  working  on  a scheme  to  improve 
the  Wooler  Works. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  have  been  in  operation  for  a year. 

The  new  Code  called  for  more  detailed  inspection  than  hither  to.  It  has 
therefore  been  necessary  for  Mr.  Stephenson  and  myself  to  spend  considerably 
more  time  on  Meat  Inspection.  Every  carcase  is  inspected  before  being 
released  for  human  consumption. 

The  Fatstock  Marketing  Corporation,  the  firm  who  occupy  the  slaughter- 
house, employ  9 men,  a valuable  contribution  to  industry  in  Wooler! 

In  previous  reports  your  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  contribution 
to  employment  in  Wooler  made  by  Northern  Poultry  Packers.  This  business 
has  bought  land  adjacent  to  that  occupied  by  their  temporary  accommodation. 
The  entrance  has  been  improved.  Their  temporary  premises  are  unsatisfactory 
and  a more  suitable  permanent  building  is  required. 

I would  re  emphasis  the  urgent  need  in  Wooler  of  a suitable  site 

where  light  industry  could  be  encouraged. 

In  the  appendices  attached,  particulars  are  given  of  the  food  examined 
and  condemned. 

Food  Hygiene 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  in  the  district  has  declined 
during  the  year.  Constant  and  vigilant  supervision  is  needed  to  combat 
slackness  amongst  certain  employers  and  employees. 
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The  total  number  of  food  preparation  premises  is  now  22.  This

In  the  year  72  inspections  were  made.  Unsound  food  found  on  shop 
premises  was  surrendered  and  disposed  of  by  burial  on  the  tip. 

There  has  been  no  reported  case  of  food  poisoning  in  the  district 
for  12  years. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

The  one  producer  retailer  in  business  last  year  has  ceased  to 
operate.  The  business  is  now  operated  by  a retailer  only.  The  Tweedside 
Co-operative  Society  Ltd.  operate  the  milk  store  in  Wooler  and 
distribution  is  made  throughout  the  district  from  here.  In  parts  of 
the  North  of  the  district  the  Kelso  Co-operative  Society  have  a retail 
trade. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  12  cubic  yard  Karrier  has  been  in  operation  for  over  3^  years, 
and  the  l8  cubic  yard  Shelvoke  & Drewry  for  and  aft  tipper  for  3^  years. 
While  the  operation  of  both  vehicles  remains  satisfactory  the 
maintenance  costs  of  the  Karrier  are  heavier. 

The  Cleansing  Staff  consist  of  two  drivers  and  three  loaders  with 
a tip  attendant  part  time  with  other  duties. 

A driver  loader  was  retired  unfit  to  continue  working  due  to 
ill  health. 

During  Bank  holiday  periods,  complaints  have  been  made  of  the 
irregular  emptying  of  dustbins.  This  has  been  overcome  by  overtime 
work  and  rearrangement  of  rotas  at  holiday  times. 

Three  tips  continue  to  be  used  at  Scotts  Quarry,  Wooler,  a quarry 
on  Ford  Bank  and  a disused  quarry  at  Dryburn.  The  former  and  latter 
places  suffer  from  unauthorised  tipping  which  has  given  rise  to 
complaints.  Every  effort  is  made  to  counteract  this  undesirable 


practice 
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During  the  year  34  dustbins  were  replaced  in  Council  houses  and  23 
sold  to  private  users. 

The  cost  of  cleansing  over  the  past  year  was  £6,375*  0.  0.  This 

represents  a rate  of  10/3d.  in  the  pound. 

Petrol  Licensing 

Petrol  licences  now  issued  number  83  covering  the  storage  of  73*240 
gallons  of  petrol.  The  issue  of  one  new  licence  was  agreed. 

Salvage 

The  collection  of  waste  paper  is  done  in  conjunction  with  the  Thames 
Board  Mills  who  regulate  the  output  of  baled  waste  paper  and  cardboard. 

Nett  revenue  was  equally  divided  between  the  Council  and  their 
employees  responsible  for  baling  in  their  own  time,  i.e.  5QP/0  of  the  nett 
income  to  the  Council  and  the  like  proportion  divided  among  these  employees. 

The  income  after  deductions  was  £216.  0,  0. 

Pest  Control 

The  number  of  complaints  is  comparatively  small.  This  service  could 
be  used  by  the  public  to  better  advantage.  During  the  year  under  review, 

6 business  and  4 domestic  premises  were  serviced. 

With  the  staff  available  it  is  impossible  to  make  regular  inspections 
of  the  350  agricultural  premises  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  infestation. 

The  farming  community  use  a good  deal  of  Warfarin  to  control  rat 
infestation.  Experience  has  shown  that  a rat  resistant  to  Warfarin  is 
increasing  in  numbers,  particularly  in  the  rural  areas  along  the  Welsh 
Marches.  No  information  is  available  here  on  this,  due  to  lack  of  inspection 
as  mentioned  above. 

The  sewerage  systems,  refuse  tips  and  other  premises  owned  by  the 
Council  are  serviced  regularly  at  least  four  times  a year. 

Factory  Inspection 

As  anticipated  in  my  report  for  1963  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963*  came  into  operation  this  year. 

Regulations  were  issued  covering  the  various  aspects  of  the  Act  as 
related  to  individual  premises. 

16  offices  are  to  be  inspected  and  32  shops. 
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Council  Houses 

20  new  bungalows  and  flats  were  completed  in  Golden  Square,  bringing 
the  number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  to  484. 

The  cost  of  repairs  per  house  for  the  year  ending  March,  1985?  was 
£7.  0.  0.  per  house.  Supervision  and  management  for  the  same  period 
was  £5*  0.  0.  per  house. 

Housing  - Housing  (Financial  and  Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act  1938-46 

No  applications  were  received  during  the  year.  The  number  on  which 
grant  has  been  paid  in  the  post  war  period  is  97 • 

Private  Housing 

Seven  houses  were  built  and  occupied  for  private  owners. 

Housing  Act  1949-61 

The  number  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  both  discretionary 
and  standard  are  much  smaller  than  a few  years  ago  but  were  almost 
similar  to  the  previous  year. 

No  applications  were  received  for  standard  although  10  were  received 
and  approved  for  discretionary  grants.  The  total  approved  expenses  for 
these  were  £7,750.  15*  10.  and  grant  promised  was  £3,309*  3*  Od. 

Building  Plans 

Applications  for  building  byelaw  approval  submitted  to  the  Committee 
numbered  91*  Recommendations  were  made  after  all  the  premises  in  respect 
of  these  applications  had  been  inspected  and  plans  examined.  This  number 
is  a slight  increase  over  last  years  figures. 

57  applications  for  Planning  Consent  were  received,  an  increase  of 
10  on  the  previous  year.  Of  these,  47  were  approved,  7 rejected  and  3 
cancelled. 

For  each  application  dealt  with,  the  Council  receive  a payment  of 
£3.  10.  0.  from  the  Northumberland  County  Council. 

Housing  - Demolition  and  Improvements 

The  appendices  to  this  report  show  the  situation  prevailing  at  the 
end  of  the  year  in  respect  of  the  housing  standard  generally.  Taking 
into  account  in  these  figures,  is  the  annual  correction  due  to  demolition, 
improvements  and  new  house  erection,  repairs,  closing  orders  and  change  of 


users 
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Only  a slight  increase  due  to  improvements  will  be  found  in  the  3 
top  categories*  The  lowest  category  does  not  vary  now  very  much*  These 
are  houses  that  will  not  be  improved  by  owners  and  av/aite  formal  action  by 
the  Council  in  due  course  to  ensure  their  demolition  or  closure* 

By  using  the  unfit  housing  procedure  the  Council  have  taken  action 
on  property  from  which  the  occupants  have  been  rehoused  in  the  28  houses 
erected  in  Golden  Square  and  elsewhere.  It  is  hoped  that  most  of  these 
vacated  properties  will  be  demolished  in  due  time  in  preference  to  closure. 
Transport 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  two  cleansing  vehicles  used  2,136 
gallons  of  diesel  fuel,  supplied  under  competitive  tender  by  the  Coquet 
Oil  Co.  Ltd.  The  figure  for  1963  was  2,132  gallons. 

The  Morris  Mini  Van  used  195  gallons  of  petrol,  a return  of  48  m.p.g. 

The  Karrier,  TJR  637  used  880  gallons  of  diesel  covering  a distance  of 
10,061  miles,  an  average  of  11.4  m.p.g.  This  compares  favourably  with  last 
years  figure  of  9 m.p.g.  and  6 m.p.g.  with  the  former  petrol  models.  The 
S and  D used  1,256  gallons  of  diesel  fuel  travelling  12,827  miles,  an 
average  of  10.2  m.p.g. 

This  year  for  the  first  time,  the  Karrier  has  shown  a better  fuel 
consumption  than  the  S and  D.  This  may  have  been  due  to  the  costly 
overhaul  carried  out  on  the  Karrier  during  the  year. 

The  S and  D whilst  showing  a lower  fuel  consumption  than  the  Karrier, 
nevertheless,  has  a body  capacity  *jQf/o  greater.  It  does  however,  do  the 
longer  country  trips  with  less  starting  and  stopping  than  the  other  vehicle. 

The  amount  of  diesel  fuel  used  by  the  Massey  Ferguson  tractor  was 
454  gallons. 

Conclusion 

During  the  year,  I am  pleased  to  report  it  was  not  necessary  to  serve 
any  statutory  notices  in  connection  with  the  repair  to  premises  or 
infringements  of  the  Factory  Acts. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  improvement  of  the  cottages  in  Chatton 
purchased  from  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Northumberland  were  in  hand  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  One  cottage  has  already  been  improved  this  year.  When  finished 
they  will  provide  a valuable  addition  to  the  housing  need  in  Chatton. 
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It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  note  that  Chatton  Village  has 
already  won  the  trophy  twice  for  the  ’’Best  Kept  Village"  competition 
in  Northumberland.
